!  fret  ia  oroinxtereat-e  aad  towering 
100  leet  to  th*  first  limb  which  w*  saw, 
laid  as  ot  the  rich  soil  where  its  roots 
ihmeat  The  timbers  of 
this  section,  Are  already  worked  into 
■any  indnstriea. 

The  nahctiea  ot  this  district  oder 
Itxr*  radocements  to  men  with  a  small 
Bass,  bine  fish,  perch,  men- 
haden, troat,  mallet,  herring  aad 
shad  by  the  thowriinds  are  waiting  tar 
aas,  weirs  aad  nets  of  fishermen, 
birds  abound  and  the  grasses  aad 
lower*  are  rich  and  beau ti fol- 
ia moTug  westward  we  will  stop 
at  Bobaaoo.  County  tar  inspection.  She 
agricaiural  products,  wood 
great  variety,  torpeutue.  ferns, 
hvdws*  needle  work,  chair,  cj^ittaa  knee, 
mannfartnred  barrel,  eottoa,  hag*  sun- 
flower, variety  of  ptae  bars,  vcgetahla 
sum,  medirnial  plants, 
ladies'  fancy  work,  and  a  great  many 
other  things,  with  an  inseripuoa  :*'Eob- 
csoo  decorate*  with  garland*  from  her 
ows  soil;  these  arc  her  jewels."

Along  these  grooves  the  crude  terpen- 
tine flows  aad  gathers  ia  the  ••box" 
which  file  ia  about  three  w«eks.  A 
fresh  wound  is  made  weekly  with  the 
hock"  from  Sprag  liO  A»tiw»^  As 
often  as  the  ••box"  fills,  the  crude  fer- 
ine is  dipped  with  a  smooth  blade 
it  4  taches  fa  diameter.  Four 
i  arc  cut  ou  the  tree  for  obtaining 
the  tarpeatiae,  care  being  taxes  to 
leave  about  an  inch  of  the  bark  uma- 
a  the  parts  that  arc  hocked. 
Throogb  lives*  aeawus  of  whole  bark 
the  tree  obtains  aouriahmeat  and 
thrives  so  that  the  timber  from  trees 
(hat  have  beeo  ••boxed"  fa  Marty  as 
good  as  that  which  has  not  given  np 
Its  Ufa  blood.  The  mule  turpeoUae  is 
4Uti0sd  and  yields  the  spirits  of  turpen- 
tine worth  about  M)  rents  per  gallon, 
aad  the  resin  ot  commerce  whieh  is 
worth  about  11.76  per  barrel.

Keeping  up  trta  Orchard 
jo  many  case*  ih«r*l*  aaiuraOy  hlttc 
for^UiT,  and  a  good  soil  must  by 
maans  b*  built  up.  It  appears  to  be  a 
fsfeetel  nattaa  thai  fruit  Ireee  do  not 
roe-air*  man  or*  to  the  same  proportion 
ae  otb*r,urops.  Th*  reaaen  for  ibis  no- 
lion  is  apparent.  Entirely  n«g)«cted 
tr*M  usually  bear  a  moderate  crop 
fruit,  at  Wast  once  in  I  wo  or  tbre* 
years,  and  not  baring  well  conducted 
and  liberally  manured  trees  to  contrast 
with  them  lb*  tarm«r  doe*  ool 
great  need  of  manuring.  To  satisfy 
curioeiiT,  Ut  a  farmer  plow  up.  buhi- 
I  manure  a  pnrtiou  of  a  n*g- 
footed  orchard,  and  then  note  the 
parative  thriftiwss  and  frujifulnoss  ol 
tb*  cuUivated  and  neglected  portious, 
Lack  of  vigor  in  tree*  Is  one  reason  (or 
their  being  attacked  by  insects. 

Tb*  first  st#p  In  tho  eork'hiug  « 
orchard  is  good  oulitvation.  For  this 
there  ia  no  adequate  substitute.  Heavy 
mulchings  ar*  often  recommended, 
but  tb*y  ar*  to  be  used  only  in  the  old 
orchards  where  it  is  inipossihk  lo  cul- 
tivate thoroughly.  A  farmer  would  not 
expect  to  grow  corn  by  mulching. 
Neither  should  he  expect  to  grow  ap- 
ples and  pears  iu  that  manner.  It  ts  al 
ways  advisable  to  grow  some  hood 
crop  in  young  orchards,  for  then  the 
orchard  is  cultivated  ol  necessity.  Bm 
never  sow  wheat  or  oats  or  barley  uii' 
Was  a  wide  space  is  led  along  the  row; 
for  the  cultirater  to  work.  Cultivation 
surely  •ancbes  land. 

Barnyard  manor*  is  the  beet  of  all 
man  ores  for  the  orchard  in  the  g«u«ral 
ea.    It  cannot  always  b*  got 
iosofkaent  quantity,  however,  tosupply 
the  orchard  or  even  a  portion  of  it, 
fruit  trees  are  commonly  an  en- 
tirely secondary  consideration  lo  (rain 
and  vegetable   crop*.    If  crops  ar* 
grown  ia  the  orchard,  the  trees  will  ob- 
a  part  ot  the  manure  which  ia 
apjphcd  to  the  crop. 

Il  is  a  good  plan  to  reserve  a  certain 
portion  of  the  man  ore  each  year  for  ihe 
orchard  aad  to  apply  it  to  different 


should  be  plowed  or  harrowed  in  the 
spring.  The  old  mistake  of  applying  the 
manure  close  about  the  trunk  of  the 
tree  should  never  be  made. 

If  the  orchard  is  on  sand  or  gravel, 
day  may  be  added  to  advantage. 
There  are  very  many  refuse  matters 
about  the  tana  or  in  the  neighborhood 
which  may  be  composted.  An  intimate 
friend  of  mine  who  had  the  reputation 
of  making  everything  into  manure,  had 
the  best  fruit  of  anyone  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. A  shingle  mill  nearly  two 
miles  from  his  home  attracted  his  at- 
in,  and  he  drew  the  shavings  and 
used  them  as  bedding.  From  the  stable 
they  went  into  the  manure  heap  and 
from  the  manure  heap  into  tho  or- 
chard. A  pile  of  sawdust  three  miles 
away-  was  utilized  in  the  same  man- 
ner. Even  cinders  from  the  blacksmith 
i hop  went  into  bis  manure  piles.  He 
asked  the  privilege  of  mowing  swales 
ou  his  neighbors*  farms.    The  weeds, 
brush  aad  swak  hay  were  obtained  in 
quantities  and  stacked  in  the  sheep 
yard.  AH  winter  this  was  fed  to  the 
» ia  abundance.  They  obtained  half 
thejr  Irving  from  h,  aad  the  remainder 
broken  and  trampled  down.  In  the 
spring  it  was  carted  onto  the  orchard. 
Even  the  fine  brush  which  was  cut 
the  apple  trees  often  went  into  the 
rre.  Such  litter  after  standing  a 
year  nr  mora  in  a  compost  heap,  with 
Dumber  of  turnings,  will  be  entirely 
decomposed.  In  this  manner  utilise  the 
refuse  from  the  vegetable  garden,  the 
sa  leaves,  the  brakes  ia  pastures, 
all  other  materials  which  can  be 
i  to  decay.    Pew  farmer*  realize 
bow  much  manor*  go**  to  waste  about 
them  every  year. 

Wood    ashes    ara  an  invaluable 
enure  for  the  orchard. 
They  may  be  used  when  leached  or 
unlearned-    Unlearned  ashes  may  be 
used  with  caution.  Leached  ashes  mar 
be  applied  to  the  depth  of  two  Inches. 

It  ia  an  absurd  notion  that  manuring 
fruit  tree*  i*  Injurious.  I  hav*  applied 
barnyard  manors  for  year*  and  never 
knew  any  htjory  to  resalt.  One  mnst 
sxerrtse  judgment,  howsvsr,  as  w*ll 
the  case  of  grain  or  other  crops. 
Cukivatfou.  aad  Ihe  application  of  ma- 
nure must  cease  ia  August  that  th« 
sod  may  mature 

Onsen  maoarfog  Is  often  to  be  rsc- 
nmended.  By*  is  especially  good  for 
green  manure  U>  the  orchard.  It  may 
besowaia  the  (all  witha  very  lilUa  stir- 
ring of  the  ground  aad  taraed  under  the 
nest  spring.  During  tb*  winter  the  rye

Aurora  Boroalls. 

An  elderly  gentleman  in  Cushiug, 
who  hod  given  much  of  his  time  to  th< 
InvestigaUng  the  natural  pheuomeua 
of  the  universe,  has  recontly  advanced 
a  new  theory  concerning  the  display  of 
Northern  Lights,  otherwlso  known 
Aurora  Borealts.  '  He  believes  iu 
open  Polar  Sea,  and  that  iu  wa 
during  some  portion  of  the  yoar  are 
pacific.  Bnt  daring  a  certain  period 
its  waters  are  strongly  convulsed  by 
the  visitation  of  strong  winds,  which 
hlow  more  fiorcely  around  the  North 
Pole  than  on  any  other  part  of  the 
globe  -,  indeed,  they  are  utterly  incon- 
ceivable in  their  intensity.  The  waves 
i  hy  such  g»nt  *g°ncy  heat 
against  the  icy  mountains  which  girdle 
the  Polar  Sea  with  such  fury  that  enor- 
mous qnantities  of  spray  are  thrown 
skyward.  This  spray,  when  it  reaches 
a  very  high  elevation  is  lighted  hy  the 
sun,  whose  rays  are  reflected  throngb 
the  moist  northern  atmosphere.  It  is 
this  distribution  t»f  light  through  the 
atmosphere  that  produces  the  Northern 
Lights,  and  tie  constantly  changing 
spray  and  reflected  light  produces  the 
fitckering  movements  of  the  Aurora 
Borealis.— f  Lewtston  Journal  Cor.

For  tha  benefit  of  those  who  are  too 
apt  to  supply  the  dailies  with  "  acciden- 
tal shooting,"  we  have  compiled  a  few 
simple  rules,  says  the  Ban  Franoiso 
Neus-Ldttr,  whloh  more  experienced 
sportsmen  have  long  since  recognized  aa 
essential  to  safety,  the  etiquette  of  the 
field,  and  on  appreciable  amount  of  com- 
fort while  hunting  others. 

First— Never  in  jest  or  thorough  care- 
lessness point  the  muzzle  of  your  gun  in 
the  direction  of  another  person.  So- 
called  unloaded  gnus  have  caused  count- 
less deaths  and  maiming*  by  a  disregard 
of  this  primary  law,  while  faHs^nw  in 
going  through  brush  without  a  due  ro- 
gared  as  to  whiob  way  the  gun  is  point- 
ing has  put  a  sndden  and  sad  end  to 
many  a  day's  sport 

Second — Never  carry  a  gun  with  the 
hammers  down.  A  twig  tonobing  a  ham- 
mer thus  carried  lifts  it  and  whon  re- 
leased from  the  strain  of  the  obstrnolion 
down  goes  the  hammer  and  off  goes  the 
gun.  The  rebounding  looks  have  done 
mnoh  to  obviate  this  danger,  and  all  who 
can  get  gone  with  sncb  locks  should 
them.  With  other  looks  the  half-cock  is 
made  and  intended  for  safety  in  carriage 
when  crossing  fences,  going  over  ground 
that  is  dangerous  of  foothold,  and 
generally  when  a  gun  is  not  apt  to  be  re- 
quired for  immediate  use. 

Third— The  man  who  draws  a  loaded 
gun  ont  of  a  wagon,  or  through  a  fence, 
with  the  barrels  pointed  toward  him,  is  a 
careless  lunatic  who  takes  Ms  life  in  his 
own  hands,  and  though  it  sounds  harsh, 
deserves  to  be  shot  before  his  gross  ne- 
glect of  safety  hurts  somebody  else. 

Fourth— Always  take  the  cartridges 
ont  of  your  gun  beforo  entering  a  house 
or  leaning  your  srun  against  a  veranda. 
The  gun  may  fall  or  children  may  get 
hold  of  it  If  you  UJ»e  a  muzzel-loader 
either  discbarge  it  or  removo  the  caps. 

In  submitting  these  simple  rules  to  the 
shooting  puhlio  we  feel  assured  that  all 
sportsmen  will  appreciate  our  objeot, 
whioh  is  simply  to  instill  into  the  minds 
of  our  pntative  shots  that  a  gun,  although 
a  sonrce  of  inflnito  sport  and  healthful 
recreation,  is  a  thing  that  should  not  be 
fooled  with. 


CHLORAL  AJTO  BROMIDE  POTASSIUM. 

Again  we  have  to  record  with  deep 
regrot  a  sod  ra-oof  that  who  give  or  take 
ohloral  or  bromide  of  potassium  for 
sleeplessness  are  guilty  of  a  deplorable 
error  and  a  grievous  wrong.  The 
CO  tics  whiob.  poison  sleep  also  deprave 
the  higher  nerve  centres,  onfeehks  the 
controlling  powers  of  the  will  and  leave 
the  mind  a  prey  to  the  depressing  in- 
flnenoe  of  a  oonsoious  loss  of  self-respect 
and  sclf-oonfldonoe.  Tho  oultured  mind 
feels  the  ignominy  of  tho  intelleotaal 
and  moral  doprnoiatiou  with  great  acule- 
ncss,  and  in  the  end  snocumbs  to  the 
seaso  of  powerlessness  to  recover  self  ■ 
ooutroj  and  do  right  The  deprivation 
wrought  is  purely  physical  The  bane- 
ful influence  of  the  lethal-drug  is,  so  to 
say,  organic.  The  essential  elements  of 
nerve  tissues  are  blighted  by  the 
stupefying  poison,  as  by  aloohol  in  hobi- 
tnol  drunkenness.  In  short  the  re- 
course to.  chloral  and  bromide  is  precise- 
ly the  sarac  thing  as  recourse  to  aloohol 
The  man  or  woman  sent  to  "  sleep  "—the 
mocking  samblanoo  of  physiological  rest 
by  a  doso  of  otther  of  these  narootutcrs  is 
simply  mtoiicated.  .  No  wondor 
liabitnai  druukeuuoss  of  this  class  tlrst 
impairs  and  then  destroys  the  vitality  of 
the  mind  organ,  and  places  the  subject 
of  a  rmeerable  artiiloe  at  tho  mercy  of 
his  omational  nature,  and  makes  him 
tho  crcntnre  of  his  passions.  Whon  will 
llio  public  awake  to  the  recognition  of 
facts  with  regard  to  these  most  pernicious 
of  stnpefacients?  Poraisteuoo  in  re- 
course to  them  has  no  bettor  exouse  than 
unwillingness  to  search  out  the  canso  of 
the  "wakefulness"  whioh  preveats 
natural  sleep.

SIXES  AND  SKVKN'8. 

Many  explanations  have  been  attompted 
of  the  expression,  "sixes  and  sevens," 
but  none  of  them  are  so  good  as  to  make 
a  now  guess  unnecessary.  In  the  first 
place,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  present 
form  is  a  oormption  of  "at  six  and 
seven. '  So  it  appears  in  the  "Towuoley 
Mysteries,"  in  Taylor,  the  water  poofs 
worke  and  in  Shakespeare.  We  read  in 
"Richard  II  (acta,  scene  2,  11,  121-123): 


_  la  lift  at  six  and  uvan." 

One  earlier  explanation  of  a  still  earlier 
form  "set  on  seven  "  is  that  God  ap- 
pointed everything  in  scvon  days,  and 
that  the  expression  was  originally  used 
to  indicate  order,  bnt  afterward  come  the 
express  disorder.  This  is  not  very  satis- 
factory. Nores  explained  "  sixes  and 
sevens "  by  a  reference  to  the  game  of 
back-gammon,  but  no  explanation  that  I 
have  seen  is  as  good  as  one  suggested  to 
me  by  an  ingenious  friend.  He  says 
that  if  we  write  down  tho  ordinary  orobio 
numerals  we  shall  find  that  all  run  evenly 
(1,  2,  8, 4,  5)  until  we  oome  tosix,  when  the 
upper  stroke  runs  above  the  line,  and  to 
when  the  stroke  runs  belonw  the 
line:  so  that  it  may  bo  said  that  "six 
id  seven"  irregularity  begins.  Of 
>urse  this  is  a  mere  conjecture,  and  no 
rplanation  can  be  considered  as 
thoroughly  until  historical  evidence  cor- 
roborates conjecture,  hut  I  think  it  is  a 
suggestion  that  is  well  worth  of  considera- 
tion. 


FTJNEBALS  IN  FRANCE. 


Scientific 

There  is  a  sort  of  vine  which  grows  in 
Cochin  China  from  a  tuberous  root  Its 
stem  dies  down  annually  in  November, 
and  shoots  ont  again  in  March.  From 
its  fruit  a  kind  of  wine  is  produced, 
whioh  M.  Somhne  has  examined,  and 
has  fennd  its  oddity  to  be  high. 

Dr.  P.  8venoniua,  who  has  been  en- 
gaged in  studying  and  measuring  the 
glaciers  in  Norrland  for  the  last  two 
years,  reports  that  there  are  about  a 
hundred  glaciers  in  8weden,  bnt  that 
they  are  very  small,  covering  in  all  an 
area  not  above  nine  Swedish  square 
miles. 

When  oaontohone  tubes  are  hadly  vul. 
caniaed,  the  experience  of  M.  Limousin 
leads  him  to  say  that  they  are  very  dan- 
gerous in  some  chemical  operations,  the 
presenoe  of  sulphur  and  of  antimony 
sulphide  rendering  them  especially  so  in 
the  preparation  of  oxygen  gas. 

Experiments  made  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  the  inflnenoe  of  pulps  and  other 
artificially  prepared  foods  on  oow'a  milk 
hy  MM.  Andouard  and  V.  Desaunsy 
during  the  years  1888  and  1884,  tended  to 
show  that  the  prepared  foods  acted  in- 
juriously on  the  milk,  but  bad  the  effoot 
of  increasing  the  quantity  of  the  bntter, 
without  any  oppreoiahle  bad  result  on  its 
quality. 

M  L.  ThoNon  concludes  from  a  com- 
parative study  of  different  accounts  of 
the  solar  coronas  recently  observed  in 
Switzerland,  at  Nice,  and  at  other  places 
that  these  phenomena  are"  not  merely 
halos,  bnt  fane  coronas— that  is  to  say, 
an  effect  of  diffraction  prodnoed  either 
by  fine  dust  or  by  light  particles  of 
moisture  existing  in  the  elevated  strata 
of  the  atmosphere. 


Two  grand 
fraught  with  far-reaching  social  and  po- 
litical influences  of  mneh  greater  conse- 
quence than  those  whioh  appear  on  the 
surface,  are  attracting  attention  in 
Europe  at  present  The  one  is  the  pro- 
posed railway  tunnel  through  the  Pyre- 
nees, the  oonvention  for  whioh  has  hoen 
signed  hy  the  Franco-Spanish  Interna- 
tional Railway  Commission.

In  a  glassworks  near  Paris  air  stored 
under  pressure  supersedes  blowing  by 
the  month,  except  in  a  few  eases.  Some 
snoh  recourse  has  been  a  desideratnm. 
Glass  blowers  ore  very  susoeptible  to 
various  diseases  of  the  lips  and  cheeks, 
besides  being  peculiarly  predisposed  to 
tumors  and  rupture.  Boys  employed  at 
an  age  when  their  growth  is  till  rapid, 
and  the  general  system  weak,  are  fre- 
quently permanently  Injured  by  their 
efforts  in  glass  blowing.  Bnt  it  has 
been  found  fat  from  easy  to  make  me- 
ohanical  take  the  place  of  natural  means 
in  thie  art 

M  Dieulafait  ascribes  the  origin  of  the 
phosphates  of  lime  in  the  southwest  of 
France  to  the  action  of  saline  waters 
during  tho  tertiary  epoch,  analogous  to, 
if  not  identical  with,  those  of  the  lagoons 
of  the  present  time.  The  saline  and 
concentrated  waters  of  these  lagoons, 
whiob  certainly  existed  in  tertiary  times, 
performed  a  twofold  funotion  in  the  pro- 
duction of  the  natural  phosphates  of 
lime.  In  the  first  place  they  attacked 
the  limestone  rocks  far  more  actively 
than  ordinary  water  oould  hare  done, 
and  then  they  oontribnted  directly  pb< 


POSTAGE  STAMPS. 

Making  postage  stamps  is  an  elaborate 
piece  of  work.  In  printing,  steel  plates 
ore  used,  on  which  200  stamps  ore  en- 
graved. Two  men  are  kept  hard  at  work 
oovering  them  with  eolored  iaks  and 
passing  them  to  a  man  and  girl  who  are 
equally  busy  printing  them  with  large 
roiling  hand  presses.  Three  of  these 
littlo  squads  are  employed  all  the  time. 
After  the  small  sheets  of  paper 
upon  whioh  the  200  stamps  are  en- 
graved are  dried  enough,  they  are  seat 
into  another  room  and  gummed  The 
gum  used  for  this  purpose  is  a  peculiar 
composition,  made  of  the  powder  of 
dried  potatoes  and  other  vegetables 
mixed  with  water.  After  having  heen 
again  dried,  this  time  on  the  little  racks 
whioh  ore  fanned  hy  steam  power,  for 
about  an  hour,  they  are  put  in  between 
sheets  of  pasteboard  and  pressed  in 
hydranlio  presses  capable  of  applying  a 
weight  of  2,000  tona  The  next  thing  is 
to  out  the  sheet  in  half ;  each  sheet,  of 
course,  when  cnt  oontains  a  hundred 
stamps  This  is  done  hy  a  girl,  with  a 
large  pair  of  shears,  cutting  hy  hand  Iio- 
ing  preferred  to  that  of  maohinery,  whieh 
method  would  destroy  too  many  stamps. 
They  are  then  passed  to  other  squads, 
who  perforate  the  paper  between  the 
stamps.  Next,  they  are  pressed  once 
more,  and  then  packed  and  labelled,  and 
stowed  away  for  despatching  to  fulfil 
orders.  If  a  single  stamp  is  torn  or^n 
any  way  mutilated,  the  whole  sheet  of 
100  stamps  is  hurnod.  Five  hnndrod 
thousand  are  burned  every  woek  from 
this  cause.  -During  tlie  process  of  manu- 
facture the  sheets  are  counted  eleven

Signor  B.  Ricoo,  of  Palermo,  makes  a 
powerful  magnet  in  this  manner :  He 
rolls  a  long  band  of  sheet  iron  around  a 
nnoleus  of  soft  iron,  insulating  the  dif- 
ferent layers  of  the  band  with  oiled 
paper.  One  pole  is  connected  with  the 
nnoleus,  to  whioh  tho  interior  extremity 
of  the  band  is  soldered,  and  tho  other  it 
connected  with  the  exterior  extremity.

Moro  than  two 
years  ago  a  magnet  substantially  the 
same  was  constructed  by  a  well-known 
ohemist  and  export  in  electricity  in  the 
city  of  Now  Tork,  a  description  of  whioh 
was  withheld  at  time  in  case  it  might  in- 
terfere with  the  granting  of  foreign  pat' 
onts  for  his  invention. 

Says  the  Popular  Science  J/on/Wy; 
The  white  earthen  pipe,  porous  and 
permeable  to  liquids  is  put  first,  be- 
cause it  is  a  good  absober  of  nicotine ; 
the  metallio  pipe  is  pnt  last,  because  it 
allows  all  the  noxious  products  formed 
during  the  oombustion  of  the  tobacco  to 
reach  the  month  of  the  smoker.

THe  seasoning,  of 
whioh  poets  have  sung,  may  be  full  of 
charms  to  the  amateur  ;  to  the  hygienist 
it  simply  indicates  that  the  pipe  has  had 
its  day,  and  is  now  saturated  with  tobacco 
juice,  and  that  it  must  be  replaced  by 
another  pipe,  or  be  passed  through  the 
fire  to  purify  it  as  Is  dono  in  the  coffee- 
honso  of  Holland

BTTERMAKKIAGE    IN   CO  CAINS. 

The  prevalent  idea  that  the  offspring 
of  the  intermarriage  of  first  eoitsins  are 
specially  liahle  to  he  below  the  avcrge, 
intellectually  and  physically,  is  not  found 
to  be  sustained  by  good  evidence.  Mr. 
G.  H.  Darwin,  in  a  very  carefully  pre- 
pared paper,  read  before  the  Statistical 
Society,  oomes  in  the  conclusion,  as  the 
result  of  close  comparison  of  all  the 
records  available,  that  the  evidence  will 
not  "enable  any  one  to  say  positively 
that  the  marriage  of  first  cousins  has  any 
offect  in  the  prednctien  of  insanity  or 
idiocy  '  '  *  With  respect  to  deaf 
mntes,  thers  is  no  evidence  whatever  of 
any  ill  results  accruing  to  the  offspring 
in  consequence  of  the  oousinship  of  their 
Andagain:  "It  tends  to  in- 
validate the  alleged  excessively  high 
death-rate  among  the  offspring  of 
And  once  more ;  "  The  safest 
verdict  seems  to  be  that  the  charges 
against  consanguineous  marriages  on  this 
head  is  not  proven."

mankind  It  is  difficult  to  trace  the 
origin  of  the  legend  that  allots  to  Eve 
this  desert  tomb  as  her  last  resting  place, 
and  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  is  of  any 
great  antiquity.  However  this  maybe, 
the  tomb  is  regarded  with  great  venera- 
tion hy  the  numerous  pilgrims  who  visit 
Jeddab,  and  few  fail  to  worship  at  the 
shrine.

JCDOE  FOLGEB. 


Some  thirty  years  ago  a  train,  while 
standing  at  the  station  at  Geneva,  was 
ran  into  from  behind  by  another  train.

The  father  and  mother  neep 
the  deepest  sympathy  of  all  m  their 
trouble  as  whai  was  so  lately  a  happy 
little  tarailv  have  had  the  only 
liitleones  taken  awav  and  this  former 
home  made  desolate. 

Owing  to  the  many  theories  which 
have  been  advanced  lately  and  the 
m-nv  stories  circulated  we  give  this 
week  a  few  articles  from  the  repor  of 
ihe  State  Hoard  of  Health  on  diphthe- 
ria which  goes  to  show  that  the  worst 
ivpe  of  this  disease  may  be  taken  from 
what  is  generally  called  not  contage- 
tus.  We  receive  this  report  through 
C.  A.  Litchfield. 

Whether  or  not  diphtheria  U  another 
f.«rn>  of  the  disease  which  U  usually  called 
turmbraneons  croup,  it  U  certain  that 
the  two  cannot  alwayi  be  disUtiroUhed  at 
the  bed  tide  or  In  the  anlopty  room,  and 
Ih.t  what  bas  been  supposed  to  be  tho 
milder  disease bu  been  the  means  of  com- 
municating the  most  rlrulent  diphtheria. 
All  cases  of  diphtheria  and  croup  should 
therefore  be  treated  by  the  health  officer 
w*ilu  similar  precantlona. 

The  mean.- of  transporting  tb»  eootaginm 
ot  diphtheria  may  lie  tnrnbhed  hy  any  thing 
tiiat  has  come  In  contact  with  an  Infected 
per-«>orohjrc»,eir,food,  clothing,  sheets, 
h  ansels,  whiskers,  hair,  furniture,  toys, 
library- books,  wait-paper,  curtains,  cats, 
.  .s.  4e.  Funerala  hare  occasionally 
»l<nud  Ihe  dbease.  the  exhalations  from 
the  dead  body  being  especially  dsngeroos 
Tho  period  from  axposeoxe  which  rtsnlta 
in  diphtheria,  to  tho  time  when  the  symp- 
tom* manifest  themselves  Taries  from 
seseral  honrs  to  two  weeks.  Tho  average 
time  is  Ysriously  giren   from  two  to  five 

A  phrsieian's  eertificato  of  recovery  from 
diphtheria  shonld  always  be  rcqnircd  be- 
fore attendance  at  school  from  tho  house- 
hold Infected  is  allowed. 

It  would  be  well  to  deeignats  every 
bt  u»e  where  diphtheria  exlslsj  by 
ma:k  not  loo  consplcnoos.and  yet  snfflcient 
to  give  proper  information. 

Altendenls  on  the  sick  should  be  as 
as  possible,  «nd  shonld  not  commonicate 
with  other  persons  any  more  than  ca 
b>l(>ed.  They  shonld^wear  only  inch  clothing 
as  may  be  I  radii  J  washed.  Clothes  worn 
In  the  tick  room  shonld  be  boiled  before 
being  worn  elsewhere-  Gargling  on 
ing  tho  month  occasionally  with  aclcnaing 
fluid  Is  a  useful  measure  for  those  who 
matt  be  exposed  to  contagion;  and  in 
washing  tho  hands,  a  littlo  Condy's 
(permanganate  of  potash)  may  be  placed 
in  Ibo  basin. 

Shonld  the  patient  die,  the  body  ongbt 
not  to  be  removed  from  the  sick-room  until 
ii  has  been  tightly  scaled  in  tho  coffin, 
with  solution  of  bichloride  of  merenry, 
chloride  of  lime,  car  bellied  earth,  or  some 
similar  agent.  It  is  adt/Uablo  that  tho 
funeial  should  be  as  prirate  as  possible, 
and  nut  st I  ended  hy  children. 

The  Board  of  health  of  Boston  at  present 
requires  small-pox,  scarlet-ferer,  diph- 
theria, typhus-fearer,  typhoid-fever  and 
nit  asles  lo  be  reported  to  them.  Sufficient 
power  is  given  to  school  committees,  at  well 
as  tbe  Board  ol  Health,  to  restrict  tho 
trmlance  at  school  of  children  from  Infect- 
ed booses.
